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Hatchery Output Shows 27% Increase 


CHICK PRODUCTION FOR JULY 
THIRD LARGEST, BAE REPORTS 


Commercial Broiler Prices Advance 6 to Sc Lb., Demand 
Very Strong—Chicks for Farm Flock Replace- 
ments Show General Decrease 


WASHINGTON —The output of 
chicks by commercial hatcheries dur- 
ing July was the third largest of rec- 
ord for the month, the Bureau of Ag- 
ricultural Economics reports. The 
number hatched totaled 75,026,000 
27% larger than the number produced 
in July last year and 34° larger than 
the 1944-45 average 

Prices of commercial broilers ad- 
vanced 6@8¢ Ib. during July and as a 
result the demand for chicks for com- 
mercial broiler production is very 
strong and well above that of a year 
ago. The number of eggs in incuba- 
tors Aug. 1 was 37% larger than Aug 
1 last year indicating a comparatively 
large hatch during August. The num- 
ber of chicks hatched during the first 
seven months of this year totaled 
1,159,198,000 compared with 1,219,- 
617,000 during the same period last 
year—a decrease of 5%. 


Most Sections Note Increases 


Compared with July last year all 
sections of the country, except the 
Pacific Coast states reported in- 
creases in the number of chicks 
hatched. The decrease in the Pacific 
Coast states was 1% 

Increases reported were 42% in the 
South Atlantic, 41% in the New Eng- 
land, 36% in the East South Central, 
23% in the East North Central, 18% 
in the West South Central, 13% in 
the West North Central, 7% in the 
Mid-Atlantic and 4% in the Mountain 
states. 

Record high numbers for July were 
hatched in the following states 
Maine, Connecticut, Delaware, Mary- 
land, Virginia, West Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Arkansas and 
Texas. These states are all major 
producers of commercial broilers and 
the record production is due to the 
demand for broiler chicks. 


Replacements Decrease 

The general decrease in chicks 
hatched this year for farm flock re- 
placements is reflected in the number 
of pullets not yet of laying age Aug 
1. Pullets not of laying age Aug. 1 
totaled 282,173,000-—-7% less than a 
year ago and 2% below average. All 
regions of the country show decreases 
from a year ago. Decreases were 15%

Potential layers (hens and pullets 
of laying age plus pullets not of lay- 
ing age) on farms Aug. 1 totaled 581,-.

Hold- 
ings were less than a year ago in all 
regions of the country except the 
West North Central and the West 
where increases were 2 and 1%, re- 
spectively. Decreases from a year ago 
were 6% in the South Central, 2% 
in the South Atlantic and 1% in the 
North Atlantic and East North Cen- 
tral states.

NEW GOOCH WAREHOUSE

homa City, to serve as a supply de- 
pot for distribution of the company’s 
feeds in this area. H. B. Price, ter- 
ritory representative for the Gooch 
firm in Oklahoma, will be in charge 
of the Choctaw warehouse. The 
Gooch Feed Mill Co. has mills at 
Salina, Kansas, Lincoln, Neb., and 
Dalhart, Texas. 


A. E. Staley Co. 
Plans New Soybean 
Processing Plant 


DECATUR, ILL.—Plans for the 
construction at Painesville, Ohio, of 
a modern soybean processing plant 
with a daily capacity of 10,000 bu 
have been announced by officials of 
the A. E. Staley Mfg. Co 

The new plant will use the solvent 
extraction process, and will replace 
an older expeller plant which the 
company has operated at Painesville 
since 1939. lt will have 25% more 
capacity than the existing facilities 

Staley officials said all major equip- 
ment for the new plant has been pur- 
chased and a large engineering force 
assigned to jhe project. Actual con- 
struction work is expected to start in 
January or February, with completion 
scheduled for the fall of 1951 

The Painesville extraction plant 
will be the third of this type built by 
the Staley company, oldest soybean 
processor in the nation. The company 
built its first here in 1945 and is cur- 
rently completing its second. Comple- 
tion of the latter here will give the 
company the greatest solvent extrac- 
tion processing capacity of any single 
plant in the nation 


WHEAT SALES TO SPAIN 
ELIGIBLE FOR SUBSIDY 


WASHINGTON—Sales of wheat to 
Spain have been made eligible for 
subsidy payments under the Inter- 
national Wheat Agreement. Spain's 


IWA quota has been set at 100,000 
tons of wheat annually. 


Buffalo Mills 
Resume Operations 
as Strike Ends 


BUFFALO The two-week old 
strike of employees in 15 grain ele- 
vators in Buffalo ended Aug. 13 and 
the cerea] grain processing plants, 
including four wheat flour and two 
formula feed mills, which were idled 
by the strike resumed operations 
Aug. 14. 

The settlement was a compromise 
providing a 10¢ hourly increase, 
bringing hourly wages of the 450 
striking workers to an average of 
$1.60. The union had demanded a 
15¢ across-the-board hike while ele- 
vator operators had offered an 8¢ 
increase, 

Fifteen waterfront grain elevators 
with a total capacity of ‘more than 
50,000,000 bu. were tied up by the 
strike 

It is estimated by reliable sources, 
based on the average weekly ship- 
ments so far this season to date, that 
Buffalo elevators lost grain shipments 
totaling nearly 5,000,000 bu. during 
the time of the strike 

The approximate 4,500 workers af- 
fected by the strike have all returned 
to their respective jobs and mills are 
back to production peak again. 

Meanwhile, negotiations between 
2,100 flour mill workers who are 
members of American Federation of 
Grain Millers, AF.L., locals No. 36 
and 110 and flour mill owners of 
Buffalo came to a successful con- 
clusion Aug. 10 when the union ac- 
cepted an 8¢ an hour increase offered 
by the mills. The companies involved 
are General Mills, Pillsbury Mills, 
Russell-Miller Milling Co. Inter- 
national Milling Co. and Standard 
Milling Co 

New contracts have also been ne- 
gotiated with two Buffalo feed mills 
not affected by the strike. Each 
calls for a package of wage increases 
of about 12¢ an hour. The contracts 
run for two years. 


Negotiations Lag 
in Grain Sorghum 
Deal with India 


WASHINGTON—Negotiations of a 
million-ton grain sorghum deal be- 
tween the U.S. and India were report- 
ed lagging this week while the Com- 
modity Credit Corp. haggled over 
price. At the same time, the State 
Department was urging action 

It is expected that the deal will be 
completed and will cover 1 million 
tons of sorghums annually for India 
for a two-year period. Negotiations 
between these two countries for the 
sale of wheat or storage of US. 
wheat in India against later purchase 
by the Indian government is less like- 
ly of conclusion, observers here feel.

We want the membership to know that the association has been 
in very close touch with Washington ever since the Korean fighting started 
Hardly a day has passed but what we have been in touch with various Wash 
ington contacts by telephone, I have personally been to Washington three 
times since the first of July, and expect to be in Washington again this week 
for a couple of days 

“I have had a special meeting of the executive committee of our board 
of directors, and after a full day's discussion we decided that the status 
of things at the present time was so confusing that the least said the better 
it would be for the industry as a whole. 

“I have worked very closely with the National Grain Trade Council, 
of which we are members, as well as the various farm organizations, in an 
attempt to correct a few things that appeared in the proposed Defense 
Production Act of 1950. At present we cannot tell what the final provisions 
of this Act will be 

“I have personally been in close touch with the United States Depart 
ment of Agriculture, the National Securities Resources Board, the Economic 
Cooperation Administration, the Office of Foreign Agricultural Relations 
At this writing I find there are no definite plans formulated which direct!) 
affect the feed industry. 

“The world feed supply is good. The domestic feed supply, including 
reserve stocks, is good. Crop prospects at this writing are excellent. There 
fore, there is no need for any hysteria in the feed industry. 

“We wish to assure you that we are doing our best to stay on top of 
the situation as your representative. We are confident that, whatever hap 
pens, our industry will be considered as a very important segment in the 
production of food, for whatever the needs may be.”

HERE probably would be few, if any, who would doubt that the ener- 

getic Mr. Berger would be on top of any important situation which 
might arise. We know we wouldn't. 

But we think that it is almost a requirement for him to tell the industry) 
of his activities, his viewpoints and his information in any such unusua! 
situation as the present. His position and sources of information make him 
a spokesman both for the industry and to the industry, even beyond th« 
confines of his own association. And it should be recognized that the indus 
try ean function in an organized manner only to the extent that it is informed 

This is not intended as a criticism of Mr. Berger who, in our opinion 
has done an excellent job for the feed industry dating back to World War IJ 
But there is a great deal of confusion in the minds of everyone these days 
The mere knowledge that the industry interests are being given the most 
diligent consideration, and how, has substantial psychological value. Even 
relatively negative statements such as “there are no plans formulated which 
directly affect the feed industry,” and “there is no need for any hysteria 
in the feed industry” because of ample supplies, assume importance. 

Industry leadership is intelligent, capable and energetic, but it is inclined 
to be reticent. Reticence is a virtue, normally, but it can be overdone. In 
these confused times, we believe that almost everyone in the feed trades 
will weleame any evidence of leadership, or any information that wil! be 
authoritative and that will help him in thinking out his own problems.

Fair Margins 


HE version of the Defense Act of 1950 which was adopted by the House | 


of Representatives recently contains this provision 
No ceilings shall be established or maintained hereunder for any 
commodity processed or manufactured in whole or substantial part from 
any agricultural commodity below a price which will reflect to producers 
of such agricultural commodity a price for such agricultural commodity 
equal to the higher price therefor specified in this subsection 
“Provided, that in establishing and maintaining ceilings on products re 
sulting from the processing of agricultural commodities, including livestock 
a generally fair and equitable margin shall be allowed for such processing’ 
The Senate version of the bill did not contain a similar provision, and 
an amendment approved by a voice vote limited the “reasonable margin 
requirement to products processed from cattle, calves, lambs, sheep or hogs 


It & expected, however, that further strong attempts to include the process- 
ing of other agricultural commodities will be made on the floor of the Senate 
before final action is taken on the bill. 

It would seem to be no more than common sense to make certain that 
processors or manufacturers would not be inflicted with ceilings so low that 
costs of raw materials and other expense could not be recovered. Yet the 
mere fact that it is considered necessary by Congress to stipulate such a 
provision is a commentary on the whole theory of legislated price controls. 
Experience has shown that the administration of price control laws is some- 
times if not often in the hands of theorists instead of realists. One mal- 
adjustment along the line will result in several others, and each one will 


bring either a bottleneck in production or black markets 
If controls are to come back, it is to be hoped that Congress will make 
certain that there is the least possible chance for ill-informed administrators 


to create insufferable inequities.

Feed Business Slow 
in Northwest, But 
Interest Picks Up 


Formula feed business moved at a 
slow pace in the Northwest this week 
Continuing in the pattern which has 
prevailed recently, sales were gen- 
erally light, manufacturers reported. 
However, there were indications of 
some revived interest in buying. The 
slack demand of last week continued 
into this week. But later in the week, 
manufacturers noted, interest was be- 
ginning to pick ap somewhat. 

Farmers have been busy harvest- 
ing recently and have not shown 
much interest in buying new formula 
feed supplies. At the same time, deal- 
ers have been deferring buying while 
watching the weakening market. Al- 
so, reports of good crops and good 
pasture conditions have deterred pur- 
chasing. 

Sales of poultry, dairy and hog feed 
were reported slow or in some in- 
stances fair, with dairy feed volume 
remaining particularly light. Turkey 
feed sales, however, continued at a 
good rate. 

Some dealers were working on sup- 
plies acquired previously while ovhers 
bought only small amounts to meet 
the limited consumer demand. 

By mid-week there were signs of 
a “little more interest,” however 
Manufacturers pointed out that heav- 
ier inventories acquired in July were 
being worked off. Also, markets in 
some cases were believed to be firm- 
ing. As a result, manufacturers said, 
interest was picking up and dealers 
were beginning to replenish their 
stocks. 

Little change in the amount of ship- 
ping orders was reported this week 
And operations continued at about 
the same rate as before. Running time 
of four or five days was reported 

Formula feed prices dipped fur- 
ther from levels of a week earlier, 
moving down as many ingredient 
prices continued to drop. Packers’ by- 
products and oilseed meals were 
among the ingredients showing 
marked declines. Millfeeds also were 
mostly easier. However, millfeed and 
other prices were firming with the 
appearance of revived interest, and 
formula feed values were expected 
to steady 


Report Steadier 
Prices for Feed 
in Southwest 


KANSAS CITY—Signs of some 
pick up in demand for formula feed 
were apparent in the Southwest this 
week, but in general the seasonal 
slump continued. Farmers and feed- 
ers still were holding off new buying, 
but in some instances dealers report- 
ed a mild upturn at the retail level. 
Checking of the precipitous decline in 
vegetable and anima! protein ingredi- 
ents and an upswing in millfeed gave 
indication that formula feed prices 


would hold at present levels. Some 
poultry feed items were firmer due 
to higher millfeed costs, and this was 
the main stimulus to the improve- 
ment in demand at certain points. 

Actually, the only feed which was 
in good demand was turkey feed, and 
this line has been a consistently good 
seller for manufacturers this year. 
In fairly good demand was broiler 
feed and some poultry feeds. Cattle 
feed demand was slow because of 
excellent pasture conditions and hog 
feeds were selling in only fair vol- 
ume. 

Most mills were able to provide 
five days of running time this week, 
but few orders are on the books for 
next week. This was some improve- 


The index of wholesale feed- 
stuffs prices for the country as 
a whole, compiled by the Pro- 
duction and Marketing Admin- 
istration stood at 221.6 as of 
Aug. 16, down 14 points for the 
week. The feed grain index was 
211.48, down slightly from the 
previous week. 


ment over recent weeks when only 
three to four days of operations were 
scheduled. 

Recent declines in feed were ex- 
tended by $4@6 ton before the mid- 
week steadiness set in.

California Feed 
Men Watch 


Lower Prices 


Many poultrymen and feed manu- 
facturers in California who had seen 
price trends as bullish in July were 
bearish this week. Prices of soybean 
oil meal, fish meal, sesame meal, mill- 
feeds and other ingredients have 
dropped, but many buyers were re- 
ported stocked with commodities 
bought at higher prices 

Alfalfa meal and meat scraps were 
two exceptions to the downward 
swing. Offerings of both sun-cured 
and dehydrated meals were far from 
burdensome, and meat scraps at $2.50 
a unit of protein were fairly steady 
Mixers have been adjusting formulas 
because of a shortage of meat scraps 
and the comparatively high price. 

Demand by dairymen for better

Carry-over Stocks Down 

Carry-over stocks of oats July 1 
amounted to 218 million bushels and 
were 26% below last year's record 
high, but about equal to the 10-year 
average. The lower carry-over re- 
flected the drop in farm stocks since 
the off-farm stocks were the largest 
since 1936. Stocks of old oats re- 
maining on farms July 1 totaled 191 
million bushels, or 80 million bushels 
below the near record of a year 
earlier. July 1 terminal stocks at 11 
million bushels were almost double 
those of a year ago and the largest 
since 1936. Country elevator stocks 
totaled 16 million bushels on July 1, 
or about 2 million under July 1, 1949 

The estimated 1950-51 domestic 
supply of 1,674 million bushels is 178 
million bushels above the 10-year 
average and only 116 million bushels 
below record supplies of 1,790 million 
bushels in 1946-47 

Imports of oats continue heavy and 
supplement the domestic supply. Al- 
most 20 million bushels were im- 
ported last season. Imports averaged 
about 1 million bushels in the 1946 
and 1947 seasons 


Disappearance Larger 


Disappearance of oats during 1949- 
SO amounted to 1,420 million bush- 


| els, which was slightly above the pre- 


vious season. The near record disap- 
pearance the first quarter more than 
offset the smaller disappearance the 
remaining quarters. Early in the sea- 
son oats prices were low compared 
with corn, and feeding ratios were 
relatively favorable. Disappearance 
by quarters last season (1948-49 in 
parentheses) totaled as follows in 
millions of bushels: July-September 
490 (428); October-December 262 
(286); January-March 361 (373), and 
April-June 307 (314) 

Exports of oats have been large 
the past five seasons and totaled 12.4 
million bushels last season, compared 
with the average of 16.1 million for 
1945-49 and only minor quantities 
during the war years. Disappear- 
ance of oats for feed per grain-con- 
suming anima! unit last season was 
74 bu, compared with 76 in 1948-49 
and the 10-year average of 67 

Oats prices were at the lowest level 
since World War II at the beginning 
of the 1949-50 season and in July and 
August at the farm averaged Ll¢ be- 
low the support price. During these 
months oats were relatively cheaper 
than corn. With a good demand, 
oats prices advanced steadily during 
the season and in June averaged lle 
above the 1949 support level. Dur- 
ing July of the current season, prices 
of oats advanced to the highest point 
in two years, reflecting the Korean 
situation At Chicago No. 3 white 
oats reached a peak of $1 bu. July 1, 
but towards the end of the month 
dropped to 75¢ bu., which was still 
well above a year ago 

The 1950 oats crop will be sup- 
ported by loans and purchase agree- 
ments at a national average of 7le¢ 
bu. or 2¢ above the 1949 loan rate 
With prices averaging well below 
the loan rate in the first months of 
last season farmers placed 41.9 mil- 
lion bushels under the support pro- 
gram. This compares with 23.4 mil- 
lion placed under loan from the 1948 
crop 

Oats prices were relatively higher 
than hogs last season with the result 
that hog-oats ratio was below average 
Based on Chicago prices 100 Ib. good- 
choice hogs would buy 24.6 bu. of oats 
on an average in 1949-50, compared 


with 31.2 in 1948-49 and 25.1 during 
the 10 years (1939-48).

The Federal Statistics 
Bureau has estimated the crop at 544 
million bushels 

Previous highs were 567 million 
bushels in 1928 and 557 million in 
1942. The average for the last five 
years was 366 million bushels, while 
the 10-year average was 394 million 

Of the total estimated outturn this 
year, spring wheat will account for 
514,922,000 bu., the bureau said 

Total wheat acreage this year is 
estimated at 27 million, compared 
with the record 28.7 million acres in 
1940. The average yield, however, is 
estimated at 20.) bu. an acre, com- 
pared with a long-time average of 
16 bu. Spring wheat acreage is esti- 
mated at 26,103,000 and fall acreage 
at 928,000 

The federal bureau also has made 
these estimates of 1950 crop produc- 
tion: Oats—-433,063,000 bu., compared 
with 317,916,000 bu. in 1949; barley 

184,417,000, against 120,408,000 last 
year; flaxseed—5,165,000, up from 2,- 
284,000 in 1949; fall rye—15,367,000,

U. S. INDUSTRIAL 
CHEMICALS OFFERS 
PYRENONE PROTECTANT 


KANSAS CITY-—U.S. Industrial 
Chemicals, Inc., announced the avail- 
ability of a new pyrenone protectant 
for wheat and other grains at an in- 
formal luncheon at the Hotel Presi- 
dent, Kansas City, Aug. 10. The two 
new insecticides have been under test 
for some time in this area. Limited 
quantities will be available this year 
for commercial use and larger 
amounts next year. 

The products represent a new prin- 
ciple in insect control, John Rodda, 
manager of the U.S_1. insecticide divi- 
sion, New York, explained. A powder- 
like material, the pyrenone is mixed 
with grain when it is stored and is 
best suited to prevent infestation 
rather than cure it, he said. It is com- 
posed of piperonyl butoxide and pyre- 
thrins, mixed on a carrier which ad- 
heres to the grain kernel. In the case 
of wheat, the carrier is pulverized 
wheat. For other grains the carrier 
is a special grade of fibrous talc. The 
products are harmiess to man or ani- 
mals, Mr. Rodda stated. 

Demonstrations so far compieted 
show that the pyrenone gives protec- 
tion against infestation for as long 
as nine and one half months, Mr 
Rodda said. Laboratory and field tests 
have been under way for about four 
years and some are still in process 

(The new method of treatment 
is discussed in detail in an illustrated 
article on page 20 of this issue.) 

Among those who were present at 
the luncheon and spoke briefly were 
Jess Smith, president of the Kansas 
Wheat Improvement Assn.; Herman 
Praeger, president of the Kansas 
Wheat Quality Council and head of 
the Kansas Farm Bureau; Cliff Ski- 
ver, director of the Kansas Wheat 
Improvement Assn.; J. C. Franken- 
feld, entomologist, U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, Manhattan, Kansas, 
and Don A. Wilbur, professor of en- 
tomology, Kansas State College, Man- 
hattan. 

Mr. Smith and Mr. Praeger ex- 
pressed hope that the new develop- 
ment would be a powerful aid in com- 
batting weevil infestation of wheat 
and cited the increased dangers of in- 
sect losses as the result of the govern- 
ment grain storage program on farms 

Prof. Wilbur described the tests of 
pyrenone now being made by his de- 
partment at Kansas State College 
Results are not yet available, he said

Margin Control Appears Dead 

Except for the limited possibility 
that some effort might be made on 
the Senate floor to reinstate the plan, 
the proposal to grant government au- 
thority over commodity market mar- 
gins—-which has already been defeat- 
ed in the House—appears a dead is- 
sue. Representatives of all the major 
commodity markets explained their 
side of the issue to members of the 
Senate Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee, which then removed the pro- 
posal from the original bill. As the 
bill reached the Senate floor, there 
was no provision for commodity mar- 
ket margin control, despite last min- 
ute charges fired at the commodity 
markets by Charles F. Brannan, sec- 
retary of agriculture. Unless some 
marked and unsuspected change oc- 
curs before the final vote in the Sen- 
ate Aug. 21, there will be no senti- 
ment to restore this provision 

While genuine alarm its felt in Con-

films. 

Nor do thousands of retailers 
change over immediately from han- 
dling N. Y. dressed poultry “over 
week-ends” and start stocking, dis- 
playing and promoting poultry in 
modern day packages every day 
Don't forget—-poultry hes been a 
bother for butchers to handle. Draw- 
ing a bird for a customer isn't like 
cutting a steak or a pork chop or 
a piece of ham. On the other hand, 
a lot of butchers have been afraid 
pre-packaged poultry and self-service 
meat items would rob them of jobs 
Our industry has an intensive educa- 
tional and service job to do with re- 
tailers. 

So you can see good broiler mar- 
kets are no accident. They don't 
just happen. They require the right 
kind of production, processing and 
merchandising. 


Speed Things Up 

What can we do to speed things 
up? 

Hatcherymen can do a lot. They 
can see that chick customers get 
good meat-type stock. Not just a 
fast growing breed or strain that 
averages 3 Ib. in 11 weeks. That's 
important, but it isn’t the whole 
story. Processors need birds with a 
good finish. 

And we can't just think only in 
terms of live weight and price per 
pound. Just as the housewife wants 
more meat and less bone in her 
roasts, she wants a bird that has 
a good proportion of edible meat to 
bone.

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Shortage of Freight Cars Snarls 
Grain Movement Throughout U.S. 


An ecute shortage of boxcars for 
grain handling is building up in all 
parts of the country, with no help 
immediately in sight despite efforts 
of railroads and transportation of- 
ficials to alleviate the seasonal dif- 
fieulty. 

Added to the customary lack of 
cars suitable for grain movement 
caused by harvest time, the interna- 
tional situation is pulling consider- 
able rolling stock off the available

list. Railroads serving the West 
Coast are particularly affected by the 
need for cars to move military sup- 
plies to coastal shipping points. 

O. E. Case, secretary of the Kan- 
sas Grain, Feed & Seed Dealers Asan. 
pointed out in a recent bulletin to 
members that grain cars are not 
present in his area in any numbers 
despite “the continued thrusts at car- 
riers and the begging and pleading 
for cars which has been poured on 
the railroads from every section.” 

Mr. Case referred to a recent meet- 
ing of railroad executives in which 
all-out efforts were pledged for the 
acquisition of many thousand new 
freight cars. An intensive program 
of up-grading the existing supply wil! 
be made to assist the carriers and 


shippers in meeting any 
caused by the internatijional situa- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, complaints were preva- 
lent that many grain freight boxcars 
were not suitable for handling grain. 


Cooperation Urged 

Transportation officials asked that 
shippers load and unload cars im- 
mediately, and the Association of 
American Railroads* recently backed 
up the request with a service order 
Stating that Saturdays and Sundays 
are no longer free time after a car 
is on demurrage. According to the 
AAR, boxcars are running more than 
15,000 short daily, with no signs of 
letting up. 

Railroads, faced with an ever-in- 
creasing car shortage, are working

In the East, the situation is further 
complicated by the recently-conclud- 
ed strike at Buffalo—a recent esti- 
mate stated between 300 and 400 
cars were on line in Buffalo await- 
ing unloading. 


Shortage Acute on Coast 


In the Pacific Northwest, the car 
shortage is extremely acute. Wheat 


is being piled on the ground through- 
out the interior, and no relief is ex- 
pected. Carloadings the week ended 
Aug. 12 were 109 cars daily: a min- 
imum of 350 loadings a day is neces- 
sary to meet trade requirements 

The Pacific Northwest Emergency 
Transportation Committee last week 
petitioned the chairman of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission for 
an immediate service order to get 
cars on Northwest lines. The com- 
mittee stated that the situation in 
the Southwest is easing with the 
slowing of harvest, and pointed out 
that cars would not get far enough 
West to help Pacific Coast shippers 
without a service order. 

“Several times during the past four 
years this area has required special 
ICC service orders to get empty 
grain boxcars and retain them for 
use here in meeting emergency situ- 
ations,” the committee said. “These 
emergencies had to do principally 
with the government's huge export 
program for wheat and flour. We 
now have an equally critical situation 
which has been getting progressively 
worse for the past month and which 
the railroads indicate will continue 
to deteriorate unless positive action 
is taken by the commission. This has 
to do with the harvesting-of our 
grain crop which started about two 
weeks ago and will continue through 
August 

In the Upper Midwest, the most 
severe boxcar shortage in years is 
building up as the heaviest part of 
grain shipments get under way. War 
emergency shipments, pinching sup- 
plies of rolling stock on the main 
coastal are being felt back 
to the Minneapolis terminals. The 
number of plugged country elevators 
is thought to be about 100, with the 
number growing daily 

In a meeting last week, the North- 
west Grain Transportation Commit- 
tee reported to W. L. Harvey, district 
manager of the Association of Amer- 
ican Railroads, that only 70% of box- 
cars owned by northern lines rail- 
roads are on line

Proposed Changes 
in California Feed 
Law Discussed 


SACRAMENTO, CAL.-In prepare- 
tion for the 1951 California legisla- 
tive session, the State Bureau of 
Field Crops has been holding discus- 
sions with various groups on proposed 
changes in the California Feed Law 

Directors of the California Hay, | 
Grain and Feed Dealers Assn. met 
recently with representatives of the | 
bureau on the proposals which would | 
ifect sections of the law applying 
to licensing and tax payment. 

Because of the expansion of bulk | 
handling there has been a consider. | 
able increase in the amount of tax | 
paid direct to the State Department 
of Agriculture. This direct payment | 
has proven satisfactory, officials said 

It has been proposed that the pres- 
ent systems of inspection tonnage | 
tax payment be simplified to provide 
for quarterly direct payment in all 
cases on the total tonnage excepting 
materials sold for manufacturing pur- | 


poses. It would be assumed, accord- 
ing to Bureau representatives, that 
sales to a licensed manufacturer were 
for manufacturing purposes. Records 
of sales would be required and sub 
ject to audit by the department 

No change in the 4¢ rate is rec 
ommended, but a penalty of 10% of 
the amount due is proposed for de- 
linquency beyond 30 days after the 
close of the quarter 

It is proposed that an exception 
to the license requirement be made in 
the case of persons engaged in selling 


only commercial feeding stuffs on 
which all requirements have been 
fulfilled by the licensee 

Bureau representatives feel that 
the present license system has be 
come an administrative burden. Thev 


contend it would be much more real- 


istic to license the company re-

@ Personality Development. This 
is placed third rather than first in 
the training program, because that 
is where it belongs. After the dealer 
has thoroughly gone over sales tech- 
niques and ways of imparting mer- 
chandise knowledge to customers, 
each employee usually feels that he 
has gained immeasurably in know!- 
edge and ability to handle customers 
Each has gained some confidence 
Now is the time to begin the study 
of personality development, to show 
employees that they can improve 
still more as good salesmen by study- 
ing ways to improve their person- 
alities. With their increased con- 
fidence, developed by the training 
meetings, they are usually in the 
right frame of mind to take up such 
a study 

They will often realize that there 
are opportunities for personality de- 
velopment of which they had not 
dreamed. Psychologically, this is the 
time to take up at least two to three 
meetings with this important sub- 
ject 

A very important point to empha- 
size is that there is no 100% perfect 
personality and probably never will 
be. However, the dealer can stress 
the point that one can utilize 50% 
or 75% of one’s potential person- 
ality through diligent study and prac- 
tice. Point out, too, that the pay 
of an employee often depends on his 
personality which can be translated 
into greater sales and efficiency 
When the employee realizes that a 
constant, sincere effort to please 
every customer through attention to 
his needs, is what is needed in every 
store, backed up by a reasonable 


amount of inner poise and optimism, | 


he has gone a mightly 
toward improving and developing his 
personality, and it will be reflected in 
the cash register ere long 

Again, in the study of personality 
development have your employees re- 
cite the personality pros and cons of 
salespeople from whom they have 
made purchases. Discuss items such 
as pessimism, careless dressing, sour- 
ness, laziness, “don't care” attitude 
and their effects on the purchases 
which employees make in other 
stores. Similarly cite the effect of 
cheerfulness, willingness to serve, 
quiet confidence, the ever-open mind,

If you train your 
voice, so that you speak more clear- 
ly, customers can understand all that 
you say, and so you have the op 
portunity to sell more merchandise 
Siurring the words, failure to open 
the mouth properly to talk clearly 
sets up extra hazards to you chances 
of selling a customer. If the dealer 
can make a wire or tape recording 
of the voice of each employee and 
play it back to him at such sales 
training meetings, the employee 
can quickly judge for himself how 
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mistakes im arithmetic and careless 
writing in stores today When this 
occurs it lowers confidence in the 
store and its personne! and it annoys 
the customer Mistakes like these

APF Replacement 

“Speaking conservatively, we may 
say that the animal protein supple 
ment can be replaced in part, leaving 
a mmimum of 4% of fish meal or 
8% of meat meal in a high efficiency 
broiler mash and 2% of fish meal or 
4% of meat meal in a starting mash 
for chicks intended for flock rcplace- 
ment or in the total diet of breeders 
If the feed already contains less than 
these amounts of animal protein sup 
plements, and it is believed that 
many feeds do, there is a good chance 
that the addition of a vitamin B,, 
supplement will improve results 

Since this address was given by Dr 
Bird, there have been many addition- 
al developments. However, if you 
carefully examine the statement 
made by Dr. Bird, I do not believe

Disappearance of Corn in First 
9 Months Reaches New Record 


WASHINGTON Disappearance of 
corn, October through June in the 
current feeding season, totaled 2.514 
million bushels or about 280 million 
bushels more than in the same 
months last season and was the larg- 
est on record 

Stocks of corn July 1 at 14 billion 
bushels were the largest ever held on 
that date and exceeded last year's 
record by over 100 million bushels 

A 1950 corn crop of 3.2 billion bush- 
els was indicated by July 1 conditions 
If these prospects are realized and 
disappearance continues at the pres- 
ent rate supplies of corn for 1950-51 
may be the second largest of record, 
exceeded only by the 1949-50 supplies 
Reflecting increased demands and the 
government support program, the

The use of corn for feed the 
first nine months of the current sea- 
son totaled 2,230 million bushels, com- 
pared with 1,952 million the same 
months last season and 2,161 million 
the average for the war years. Grain 
consuming animal units on feed this 
season are estimated at 170.1 million 
compared with 163 million fed last 
year and 177.7 million the war year 
average. Based on these figures, 132 
bu. of corn were fed per animal unit 
the first nine months of 1949-50, com- 
pared with 120 in 1948-49 and 122 the 
average for 1942-46 


Exports Reduced 

Exports of corn, October through 
June, this season totaled 82 million 
bushels or about 6 million less than 
the same period last year. The use 
of corn for wet process products has 
been at a high level in recent months 
with the result that the 92 million 
bushels processed in the first three 
quarters were 5 million above last 
year, but somewhat below the 1942-46 
average. The distilling industry used 
23. million bushels of corn, October 
through June this season, a reduc- 
tion of 2 million bushels from the 
same months last year 

Stocks of corn in all positions July 
1 totaled 128 million more than a year 
ago and more than 456 million above 
the previous record in 1940. A total 
of 1,058 million bushels was on farms 
July 1, compared with last year’s 
record July 1 holdings of 1,255 million 
bushels and the average of 686 mil- 
lion. The Commodity Credit Corp 
had 234 million bushels in its own 
bins while a year ago they had none 
Terminal stocks at nearly 43 million 
bushels were almost four times as 
large as a year ago. Country elevator 
stocks amounted to 85 million bush- 
els July 1

Prices Advance 


Corn prices have advanced steadily 
since November, reflecting a more ac- 
tive demand, somewhat smaller mar- 
ketings and the government price 
support program. For the first three 
weeks of July prices averaged $1.52 
bu. at the prircipal Midwest markets 
This represents an advance of 35¢ 
bu. from the beginning of the season 
and is 16¢ higher than a vear ago 
With advancing corn prices, feeding 
ratios became somewhat less favor- 
able 

However, recently hog prices have 
advanced relatively more than corn 
with the result that the hog-corn 
ratio, based on Chichgo prices, aver 
aged 15.4 the first three weeks of 
July. This is 4.1 above the low point 
in April but is about the same as the 
October average and about the same 
as a year ago. The five-year prewar 
average is 12.3. The cattle-corn ratio

compared with 24 in October, 184 a | 


year ago and 14.4 the prewar average 

Farm prices of corn in November 
dropped to $1.02 bu. and averaged 
only $1.19 bu. for the first nine 
months of the season. With the aver- 
age loan rate $1.40 bu., farmers 
placed 323 million bushels of 1949 
corn under loan and signed purchase 
agreements for 51 million bushels by 
the end of May. This compares with 
305 million under loan and 86 million 
bushels signed purchase agreements 
for the same period last year. The 
Commodity Credit Corp. owns in addi- 
tion approximately 300 million bush- 
els of 1948 corn stored in its own bins 
and in public storage.

We seek excitement and lose sight 
of enjoyment as our American civil- 
ization goes blithely along into what 
history may well regard as the “ul- 
cer” era. And in this haste and hustle, 
we are killing ourselves in accidents, 
mostly preventable, at a rate close 
to 100,000 a year, 25% higher than 
the annual loss of our military men 
during the horror filled struggle of 
World War TI 

Then there is a new intellectual 
strength needed to think through 
the amazingly complicated social, eco- 
nomic and political problems of this 
day of turmoil. You must be prepared 
to make sound decisions in the wel- 
ter of confusion caused by ceaseless 
change 

Tt is a far cry from the intellectu- 
als of the pioneer day when learning 
was in the hands chiefly of our teach- 
ers and ministers, who as the aris- 
tocracy of literacy, converted their 
minds into meager storehouses of 
knowledge, for discreet peddling to 
their constituencies, in homeopathic 
doses. Today everyone discusses ev- 
erything, sometimes merely to reflect 
scrips of overheard misinformation. 
sometimes merely passing on the lat- 
est gossip of the news commentator, 
but neverthless creating a vast poten- 
tial of mental strength which under 
self-discipline and drive, may create 
an effective leadership out of what 
sometimes appears to be a sticky in- 
tellectual morass. The intellectual 
confusion of the day is illustrated by 
a remark which I heard the Secre- 
tary of Commerce relate in Boston 
Two women on a streetcar in Wash- 
ington were discussing national af- 
fairs, and one was heard to remark, 
“Well, if Sen. Tydings is sure Mc- 
Carthy is a Communist, why does he 
continue to let him work in the State 
Department?”

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told that we must be afraid of Rus- 
And so we must, and the Russian 
ideas as well-the police state, the 
abrogation of freedom of speech, and 
thought, and association. Yet every 
day in this country men and women 
are being deprived of their livelihood, 
or at the very least of their reputa- 
tions, by unsubstantiated charges. As 
Robert Maynard Hutchins points out, 
the result is that “every public ser- 
vant must try to remember every tea 
party his wife has gone to in the past 
10 years, and endeavor to recal] what 
representatives of which foreign pow- 
ers she may have met on these occa- 
sions.” The writings of men in both 
public and business life are searched 
not only to ascertain what they did 
say but what they did not; and they 
may be embarrassed unless they look 
into the background of every other 
person who may be taking a similar 
position on the same question, lest 
they find themselves tainted with 
guilt by association 

And yet, fundamental to the basic 
tenets of America is freedom to dif- 


fer. We must be on guard that we do 
not persecute people into conformity 
by methods growing apparently in- 
creasingly popular and which are 
scarcely leas lethal than the purges 
and pogroms of eastern Europe 

Of course, the world is full of dan- 
gerous ideas and we are both naive 
and stupid if we believe that people 
must be protected from dangerous 
ideas, or if we may express only 
orthodox ones. If we must live mere- 
ly in an atmosphere of orthodox 
ideas, no one will know which are 
orthodox, so we end with no ideas at 
all. The way to fight dangerous ideas 
is to show that you have better 
ones. And no idea is any good unless 
it is good in a crisis. Let us remember 


Thomas Jefferson, who calmly re- 
marked in his first inaugural: “If 
there be any among us who wish to 
dissolve this union or to change its 
republican form, let them stand un- 
disturbed, as monuments of the safe- 
ty with which error of opinion may 
be tolerated where reason is left free 
to combat it.”

New strength must come into our 
political thinking if we are to better 
our standard of living in the years 
that lie ahead. America is becoming 
increasingly profligate, lulled by 
promises of a beneficent government 
promises that would have shocked 
the sturdy citizens of a brief quarter

the “old way” is best, as many 
farmers did one and two decades ago 
The alert feed dealer who can con- 
stantly point out improved ways of 
feeding and farming, and contrast 
the results with the “old way” is 
doing his part to get the farmer 
more “results” and “cost conscious” 
and is going to make better feed 
store customers of farmers, too. They 
are going to be more ready to pur- 
chase products which produce re- 
turms for them, and they are going 
to check the results closely, too. 
There were many farmers years 
ago who had the philosophy that 
the best way for a farmer to prog- 
ress financially was to “spend as lit- 
Ue cash as possible” and to accom- 


plish this end, he should skimp, de- 
prive himself and his family and even 
starve a little if necessary, to gain 
that result. 


Investments and Profit 


But the modern farmer does not 
believe in this philosophy. He knows 
that he must invest money in feed, 
seed, fertilizer, equipment, etc. and 
that he can make plenty of profit if 
he manages correctly. He is now a 
factory operator like many a city 
man, but it takes investment to keep 
that farm factory in condition to pro- 
duce at capacity

read how much interest farmers 
showed in the chore time studies 
made at Purdue University. I 
chuckled when I read how the in- 
vestigators went to certain farms.

day. The investigator placed pins on 
various locations to which the farm- 
er walked when doing chores, and

One such investigation, a farmer 
tells me, showed that a farmer took 
numerous steps, totalling 17,350 ft 
approximately three miles, in doing 
his daily chores.

OU have spent money for ef- 
} fective advertising. You have 

spent money for an attractive 
mill and store, plus excellent light- 
ing and fine displays. All this has 
a fine flow of traffic into

your store. You are 


| reap the harvest of sales. 


But--as you prepare to sell mer- 
chandise to those prospects who have 
come to your store, Mr. Feed Dealer, 
don't do the following things, one or 
more of which may kill the desire of 
the customer to buy. Steer clear of 
these habits which definitely throw 
cold water on the desire to buy 

Don't become irritated when the 
prospect asks a lot of questions a/out 
the merchandise he or she wants to 
buy. Don't even get flustered if there 
are other folks waiting to be served 
In fact, when a prospect asks many 
questions this is a sign that he is 
definitely interested in what you have 
to sell 

Stick with this customer. Answer 
his questions wisely, patiently and as 
intelligently as you can, and then 
you'll have a sale nine times out of 
ten. There are some folks who want 
to ask more questions than others 
when they buy. You've got to give 
them this privilege if you expect to 
please them and secure them for re- 
peat customers. When you become 
irritated it shows just as much as a 
red nose—to everyone present—and 
this dampens sales desire. 


Hide the Pad 

Don't pick up an order book or 
sales slip and wave it about before 
the customer has said he will buy. I 
have noticed that many merchants 
do this, and it is a very bad habit. 
Here's why: 

In the first place, it telegraphs to 
the customer that you expect him to 
buy, and this he resents, as a rule. 
He wants to make up his own mind, 
and then tell you he'll buy. In fact 
some customers may get so peeved 
at a merchant waving an order book 
that they'll walk out without buy- 
ing. So, it can be very costly to wave 
an order book. 

Some dealers and clerks wave those 
order books just to have something 
to swing. Control your nerves. It's an 
expensive habit. 

Don’t nod your head continuously. 
I have been in some stores where the 
prospect was telling the dealer a long, 
involved story about a merchandise 


7 need. All the time the prospect talked 


the dealer was slowly nodding his 
head. It got me nervous, and I could 
see that it made the prospect nerv- 
ous, too. Why couldn't the merchant 


just listen without nodding his head’ 
Such action detracts from what the 
prospect is saying, makes him feel 
slighted and can build ill will, Don't 
chance it. The art of paying atten- 
tion is one which is worth cultivating 

for business as wel] as socia! pur- 
poses 

Don't rock on your heels. You and 
I have both talked with salesmen who 
like to rock back and forth on their 
heels, just as if they are taking their 
daily dozen. This is detracting to any 
prospect or customer. It certainly 
does not enhance the chances for 
making a sale. Take a look in the 
mirror when you rock on your heels 
and see how irritating it can be to 
an outsider. That will help any sales- 
man correct that fault. 

Be Patient 

Don't look as if you are anxiously 
waiting for the customer to stop talk- 
ing so that you can resume your sales 
spiel. Have you ever seen that look 
of nervous ‘anxiety on a salesman's 
face as a customer breaks into his 
sales spiel, interrupts it with com- 
ments of his own? You know the 
salesman wishes he hadn't inter- 
rupted, because it shows in his ex- 
pression. But he should be happy that 
something he said caused the pros- 
pect to interrupt with a thought of 
his own. It means he's interested. 
Even if he must drop the rest of his 
sales talk, all right—so long as he 
caters to the customer's wish, be- 
cause he'll often make the sale this 
way. 

Don't fold your arms in front of you 
when talking to a customer. This 
habit automatically causes the cus- 
tomer to think that you are shutting 
him out of your considerations. Fold- 
ing the arms means that you are not 
willing to cooperate, to help. You try 
to hold things to yourself. Get rid of 
this habit if you wish customers to 
warm up to your sales suggestions. 

Another bad habit of the same 
type is hooking thumbs into the arm- 
pits of the vest or under suspenders 
and snapping them. This may be fun 
to the salesman, but it is irritating 
to the customer, because it shows him 
that you are not giving complete at- 
tention to him and his needs 

Don't snap anything at the cus- 
tomer. How can this be done? Well, 
some dealers grab a manufacturer's 
folder or booklet and keep snapping 
it into the other hand for emphasis 
Sometimes the angle is such that the 
salesman seems to be striking, snap- 
ping or pointing at the prospect. And 
prospects don't like to be pointed at. 

The dealer is only seeking empha- 
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sis, but he is doing it the wrong way 
If only each of us could have a mo- 
tion picture made of our actions as 
we try to sell something, this picture 
would later give us an excellent op- 
portunity to view our little shortcom- 
ings which keep us from realizing our 
full sales potential 

When the dealer and his clerks ap- 
proach the customer in the store, it 
is well to remember that the best 
possible attitude is one of complete 
attention to the customer. No nerv- 
ous, irritating habits, no shifting of 
the eyes, just a complete, attentive 
attitude. It is what the customer 
wants, and if he doesn't get it he is 
disappointed and sometimes becomes 
irritated to the point where he will 
not buy. 

The moment the dealer shows that 
he is too anxious to close the deal 
and get the customer's money, the 
more the customer will resist. But if 
the merchant keeps on showing that 
he wants to fill the customer's need 
then the sale will come much quicker 

In these days of competitive sell- 
ing, it will pay the dealer and his 
sales staff to practice better selling 
so that a maximum of sales can be 
made to the traffic which is attract- 
ed to the store.

WASHINGTON — Although tuber- 
culosis among cattle is gradually de 
clining in the U.S., continued effort is 
necessary to eradicate the diseas« 
completely, according to 


Chief of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, U.S. Department of Agriculture

berculin test in the U.S. during the 
12-month periqd ended June 30, 1950 
was 17,733, or .19% of the total cat- 
tle tested. This is practically the

during the last two years but it is | 


lower than during the war years, | 
when it rose to 2%. Although all 
counties in the U.S. are well below 
the 5% mark--the minimum re- 


quired for the so-called modified ac- 
credited status—bureau officials feel 
that considerable testing will be re- | 
quired to maintain that position dur- | 
ing the next few years. Evidence 
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points to an increasing prevalence of 
tuberculosis in some areas 

The bureau's meat inspection divi- 
sion is rendering a specific aid in the 
campaign by reporting cases of tu- 
berculosis in cattle so that state and 
bureau officials are able to locate 
centers of infection promptly in areas 
where testing is not in progress. Cat- 
tle sent to slaughter are identified by 
recording the breed, age, weight, col- 
or markings, brands, ear-tag num- 
bers, and other similar information 
In one state, such information fur- 
nished to state officials enabled them 
to locate 300 tuberculin reactors dur- 
ing a 10-month period 

CANADIAN MILLFEED OUTPUT 

TORONTO—Millfeed production in 
Canadian mills for June, 1950 was 
55,883 tons, while for the same month 
a year ago the amount was 56,801 
tons. Exports of millfeeds during 
June, 1950, amounted to 35,919 sacks 
compared with 56,068 sacks for the 
same month a year ago.

© read intelligently, one must 
know what the written word 
means. From our public ac- 
counting experience, we find that 
many dealers in this field do not know 
what certain accounting terms mean, 
or they confuse one term with an- 
other, and thus they cannot get maxi- 
mum benefit of the business counsel 
given them. Often a word miscon- 
strued here and there may distort 
understanding so that the reader 
takes erroneous action and does more 
harm than good to his business. Many 
times in the past we have found dea)- 
ers following practices detrimental 
to their interest and inquiry revealed 
that the action was taken as a result 
of misinterpreting certain ac- 
counting terms used in connection 
with advice of one kind or another 
on better business management 
Before one can comprehend a sub- 
ject thoroughly, one must understand 
its terminology thoroughly, hence, we 
offer this lexicon of accounting terms 
with their detailed definitions, so that 
the reader will have clearly in mind 
what is meant by them and can make 
intelligent application of the counsel 
given him. The terms selected are 
those most frequently misunderstood 
and misapplied. 


MARGIN, MARK-UP. These terms 
are often used synonymously, where- 
as they are two different things and 
their application varies widely. Mar- 
gin is the result of subtracting the 
cost of goods sold from the selling 
price. Mark-up involves addition, not 
subtraction. It is the amount added 
to the cost of goods sold. Margin is 
always a percentage of sales, mark- 
up @ percentage of cost. “So what?”

is ample to cover overhead and a 
satisfactory net profit, what differ- 
ence does it make whether you call it 
mark-up or 

It doesn’t make any difference if 
you appreciate the mathematical va- 
riance resulting from the application 
of mark-up or margin to your operat- 
ing figures. Profit and loss state- 
ments are prepared to show ratios to 
sales, which are considered 100%. If 
your overhead and net profit average 


| 40% of sales, a 40% mark-up on the 


cost of goods sold won't cover this 
spread because the mark-up percent- 
age on cost must always be more than 
the margin percentage on sales. If 
you need a 40% margin on sales you 
must mark up the cost of goods sold 
66.7% or you will lose out 

Many dealers short-price their 
wares or have a tendency to price-cut 
because they do not appreciate the 
mathematical variance between mark- 
up and margin when applied to pric- 
ing or profit and loss statement an- 
alysis. 

SPREAD, GROSS PROPTT. Spread 
is the difference between the cost of 
goods sold and the selling price. Gross 
profit means the same thing, but mod- 
ern businessmen have discarded it 
because there is no profit until the 
overhead expense is deducted from 
the spread. 


RESERVES, SINKING FUND. 
The former is only a book figure pro- 
duced by charging current profits for 
depreciation and crediting a reserve 
One can have $25,000 in reserves on 
the books and not a nickel in the 
bank. The reserve accounts are just 
book figures to bring current profits 
and net worth into proper perspective

VARIABLE CHARGES. These ex- 
penses may differ from month to 
month, in fact, with the exception of 
salaries, they usually do. You can cut 
such expenses when sales or profits 
decline, hence, the wise dealer tries 
te keep his variable charges at «a 
much higher retio to total overhead 
than his fixed charges 


ACCRUED FXPENSES OR LIA- 
BILITIES. Expenses due to the date 
of the business statement, but not 
entered on the books, such as for 
mortgage interest, property taxes, in- 
come taxes. If the dealer does not 
consider such expenses, the profit or 
net worth on the statement will be 
inflated. 


DEFERRED CHARGES OR AS- 
SETS. Charges already paid or in- 
curred that cover a period subse- 
quent to the date of a business state- 
ment, such as insurance prepaid for 
an entire year. If not shown on a 
business statement, the profit or net 
worth will be deflated. 


GOOD WILL. An intangible asset 
reflecting the prestige of a business 
establishment in terms of customer 
following. Advertising is a big factor 
in building good will. Factually, it is 
the price a buyer will pay for a busi- 
ness in excess of tangible net worth 
Sometimes good will is worth more 
than the tangible assets. However, it 
should never be capitalized. It should 
be listed on the financial statement 
at $1 if it is shown at all. If you buy 
a business and pay a certain sum for 
the good will, write it off over a pe- 
riod of time, no more than five years 
Charge current profit with the write- 
off. If your profits won't absorb the 
outlay for good will in five years, you 
have paid too much for it. Some ac- 
countants set the duration at three 
years 

LOSS, DEFICIT. Loss is the oppo- 
site of profit or gain on a profit and 
loss statement. Deficit is the opposite 
of surplus on a balance sheet. It is 
the extent to which liabilities exceed 
assets

bookkeeping procedures. Many deal- 
ers do not realize this. Financial ac- 
counting covers the recording of sales 
and the outlay against sales, also the 
assets, liabilities and net worth. If 
you resell goods only, if you do not 
grind feed for customers, you require 
only financial accounts. If you grind 
feed. you should cost your grinding 
jobs to determine the profit you earn 
in this department and the profit 
earned per 100 Ib. or ton of feed 
ground. To record these costs you 
need special costing forms. The finan- 
cial accounts are not set up to pro- 
vide costing information on grinding 
jobs 


TURNOVER, STOCK-TURN, IN- 
VENTORY TURN. They mean the 
same thing. the number of times a 
stock turns in one year. In most cases 
the dealer understands one or all of 
these terms, but many go wrong on 
application. Some dealers figure the 
turn by taking the year-end inventory 
at cost and divide it into the sales at 
cost. This distorts the turn, makes 
it too high or too low, depending up- 
on whether the dollar value of stock 
at year's end was high or low. A more 
accurate result is obtainable if you 
take the inventory at the beginning 
of the year plus the inventory at the 
end of the year and divide by two 
using the result as an average in- 
ventory to arrive at the turnover 
However, this gives only the over-all! 
turn, it does not show the turn per 
product. To manage most efficiently. 


to buy and sell most profitably, the 
dealer should know the turn per 
product, but he needs stock control 


cards to get this information 


CAPITALIZE. An expenditure is 
capitalized when the amount expend- 
ed for improvements or additions is 
added to the cost of fixed assets. Some 
dealers capitalize repairs as well as 
improvements. This is poor policy 
because they lose the income tax de- 
duction for repairs, they inflate the 
value of their assets and also their 


profits. Classify all repairs as ex- 
penses; do not capitalize them as 
assets 


COST OR MARKET, whichever is 
lower, or the lower of cost or mar- 
ket. A term denoting the value of in- 
ventory priced at the market or re- 
placement price if that is less than 
the cost price of the wares 


BOOK VALUE. Dealers operating 
as corporations have often asked us 
how to determine the book value of 
their stock, It is the total of the value 
of outstanding shares plus the surplus 
divided by the number of shares out- 
standing. For example, if the capital 
stock outstanding is $50,000, the sur- 
plus $30,000, or $80,000 total, and 
there are 500 shares outstanding, the 
book value per share is $160 

Corporation stock has three other 
values, making four in all..Par value 
is the price on the stock certificate, 
market value the listing on the ex- 
change, actual value is the price for 
which it is sold. 


EARNED SURPLUS, SURPLUS, 
CAPITAL SURPLUS. Earned surplus 
is an account showing the profits re- 


maining in the business after divi- 
dends have been paid. This is also 
called the surplus. The capita! sur- 
plus is the excess paid for capital 
stock over the stated value of the | 
stock.

At the Iillionis Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station's Swine Day, in 1946 
data were reported showing a 46.7% 
increased growth rate on a corn-soy 
bean-oil-meal type of ration by sup- 
plementation with condensed fish 
solubles. We present this merely 
as evidence that a growth response of 
the magnitude of S00’ is 
from the use of natural 
feedstuffs 

A review of the 
adequate proof that 
solubles is an excellent source of 
what is now termed APF, and it is 
important for growth and reproduc-

Fish Meals a Good Source 
fish meals are very good 
sources of APF. If fish meal is made 
from raw materials, which includes 
the entrails, even though it is pressed 
to remove oil, the solubles are not 
all expelled. Therefore, many fish 
meals are good sources of APF and 
in addition, are excellent sources of 
amino acids deficient in cottonseed 
and peanut meal and likely to be 
deficient in soybean meal 
Hammond and Titus in Poultry 
Science, (Vol. 23, No. 1, pp. 49-64) 
obtained excellent growth using as 
little as 2% of sardine fish meal. At 
that time the value of APF was not 
recognized but the sardine fish meal 
was obviously a good source of these

“Intelligent use of concentrates of 
vitamin B. or APF in practical ra- 
tions requires answering three im- 
portant questions: (1) How much vi 
tamin B,. does the chicken need for 
growth, egg production, and repro 


duction? (2) How much B, is con- 
tained in the natural ingredients 
commonly used in poultry rations’ 
(3) Will vitamin B,. concentrates 


satisfactorily replace animal protein 
supplements in poultry rations’ 

“Most of the published work on 
vitamin By» requirements has been 
done with chicks 

“A reliable method for the meas- 
urement of vitamin B., in natural feed- 
stuffs and supplements is necessary 
to establish a sound basis for th: 
formulation of rations. Procedures 
have been reported by a number of 
laboratories for determination of B 
by various microbiological assays and 
also by chick, mouse, and rat assays 
Microbiological assay, of course, is 
the most convenient method for rou 
tine laboratory analyses, but animal 
assays are required to prove its ac 
curacy 

“In most of the current microbio- 
logical methods the organisms used 
respond to substances other than B.,, 
which would tend to give higher than 
actual values. This has been over- 
come in a procedure to be published 
by Cornell workers, but there is con- 
siderable evidence that B,, exists in 
several different forms, and it is as 
uncertain whether all forms are 
measured by micro-organisms. It is 
ilso uncertain whether present pro- 
cedures of preparing materials for 
assay release all of the vitamin B, 
satisfacorily for measurement. If not, 
the values would tend to be too 
low

Unknown Vitamins Required 
“Recent work indicates clearly that 
it least one, and possibly two, un- 
identified vitamins present in animal 
protein supplements and other feed- 
stuffs are required by poultry in addi- 
tion to vitamin B,,. Soybean oil meal 


is known to be a highly variable 
source of one of these factors. It is 
1iso known that the extent of heat 


treatment of soybean oil meal during 
processing has an important influence 
on the availability and stability of 
some essential amino acids 

It is particularly important to 
recognize that the amino acids most 
likely to be injured by excessive heat 
treatment of soybean oil meal are 
lysine, methionine, and tryptophane 
inimal proteins are the best sources 
f these amino acids. Elimination of

“The discovery of vitamin B, and 
its commercial production by fer 
mentation processes are develop- 
ments of great importance to the 
feed manufacturing industry Al- 


though the full potentialities of these 
advances are not yet known, the use 


of these concentrates to extend the 
never abundant supplies of animal 
proteins and to overcome at least in 
part their apparent variability are 
significant immediate benefits. These 
benefits can be realized fully, how- 
ever, only by the intelligent applica- 
tion of present knowledge with the 
understanding that vitamin B, is only 
one requirement of poultry. As such, 


it is no more and no less important 
than any other.” 

Evidence to date indicates that 
whereas vitamin B, is the principal 
APF, other unknown 
Vitamin are present in ani- 
mal protein of vitamin nature. How 
important they are remains to be es- 
tablished, but we know protein qual-

Ohio, Dr. H. R. Bird 
recently stated as follows: “It has 
been stated that vitamin B. goes a 


long way toward eliminating the dif-

It 
also eliminates minor differences in 
quality among soybean oil meals, but 
it will make a very poor meal 
into a good one

methionine deficiencies as soybean 
oil meal and, in addition, is low in 
lysine. According to Dr. Bird of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, vi- 
tamin B, does not correct the defi- 
ciency of lysine which occurs natur- 
ally in cottonseed oil meal. There 
would be every reason to expect, 


based upon the research work in prog- 
ress in the South, that in the future 
cottonseed oil meal will used to 
a greater extent than in the past in 
poultry feeds 

It will apparently have to be com- 
bined with protein concentrates which 


supplement its amino acid deficien 
cies. Based upon recent amino acid 
analyses of Almquist, Block and Bol 
ling, soybean oil meal has 3 of ly 
sine and cottonseed has 1.2 of ly 
sine. Peanut meal is likewise deficient 
in methionine and lysine 

When McMillen Feed Mills regis 
tered Master Mix feeds for 1950 
we used the termindlogy “fish meal 
and condensed fish solubles (source 
of APF) We frankly admit we do 
not consider this as the best proced- 
ure. We submitted our registrations 


in this manner because we had shown 
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by careful research work that APF 
supplements did not add to the value 
of our particular feed. We were ob 
taining adequate APF supplementa- 
tion from fish meal and fish solubles 
However, APF supplements had re- 
ceived so much publicity we felt that 
either we had to make this declara- 
tion in self defense or add an APF 
supplement where it was not 4 prac- 
tical addition 
Term “Misicading” 
We believe the term APF supple- 


ment is vague and misleading, as 
stated by Dr. Bird last November 
The term APF is surely being mis- 


leading when APF supplements are 
advertised as substitutes for all ani- 
mal protein. We believe the highly 
confused issue could be solved by the 
adoption of the definition B. concen- 
trate. If and when research work es- 
tablishes the presence of other iden- 


tified factors in such concentrates, 
changes in definition would be in 
order 

If a manufacturer of a so-called 


APF supplement has proof that his 
supplement is of value, on the basis 
of properties other than vitamin Ba 
(if Bue is a minor value and some 
other factor is of major value), then 
obviously he should not be required 
to define his product as a B, con- 
centrate, but should receive a defini- 
tion applicable to his particular prod- 


uct. He should not, however, he per- 
mitted to use the misleading term 
APF 


We believe that the development of 
B. parallels the development of ri- 
boflavin. Today we have reliable aver- 
age values for the riboflavin content 
of natural occurring ingredients. By 
simple calculation we can determine 
the average riboflavin value of a feed 
formula. A riboflavin concentrate can 
then be added with a factor of safety, 
and the feed can be depended upon 
to be adequate in this respect 

When proper methods of assay are 
developed, we can likewise determine 
the B,, content of a formula and make 
satisfactory additions of a B. con- 
centrate. If other values are identi- 
fied and proven in B, concentrates, 
they can be treated similarly. 

In the meantime the APF supple- 
ment is confusing to all concerned 
and in our judgment is, therefore, un- 
desirable to the feed manufacturer 
who desires to sell his products on 
a sound basis, to the feed consumer, 
and to the feed control official. We 
would think the term APF was most 
unfair to the fish meal and fish solu- 
bles processor, the producer of dried 
milk, and the producers of meat 
scraps and tankage. We certainly rec- 
that it would be undesirable 
associate the term By with ani- 
mal protein concentrates in general 
because obviously they will be of va- 
riable B On the other hand 
it appears similarly illogical to deny 
the producer of animal protein con- 
centrates the use of such an ambigu- 
ous term as APF and give such a 
nomenclature to fermentation prod- 
ucts which are totally unrelated to 
animal proteins 

Since the correct supply of essen- 
tial amino acids is equally as impor- 
tant as the vitamin supply, we be- 
lieve good quality animal proteins 
may continue to make an important 
contribution in many rations. We be- 
lieve they should be permitted to seek 
a market, on a competitive program 
basis further research work to deter- 
the true relationship of vita- 
concentrates versus natural

Definition of APF 

In our judgment no product should 
merit such an ambiguous and confus- 
ing definition as anima! protein fac- 
tor. The terminology of animal pro- 
tein should be the exclusive property 
of animal protein concentrate pro- 
ducers 

Certainly it should be a primary 
function of the feed manufacturing 
industry to utilize the grains produced 
on our farms and the by-products of 
our industries in the most efficient 
manner. Research workers in our ag 
ricultural experiment stations are 
most interested in these problems 
We have large supplies of fish meal, 
fish solubles, meat scraps, tankage 
and dried milk. They are certainly 
going to find a market 

The problem should not be to study 
how to replace these animal protein 
concentrates, but it should be to learn 
how to more efficiently utilize the 
materials we have, basis new disco, 
eries. We have never had 
animal protein concentrates to sup-

plement the deficiency of farm grains 
and their products 

Therefore, our true problem today, 
with the discovery of vitamin B. of 
any other new vitamin, is to deter 
mise how it can fit into our over-all 
supplies, that they may be more effi- 
Gently used 

Vitamin B. is a great

eager, profit-seeking, ambitious farm- 
er. There are many farmers like that 
in America, declares this feed dealer.

And a 
large proportion of such farmers get 
such wealth, thanks to the coopera- 
tion of many feed dealers. 

“I always tell a feed dealer that 
his business will build up as he helps 
his customers build their own farms,” 
says the salesman. “It is very obvious 
that the struggling farmer of today 
who is worth $5,000 is going to be a 
much better and larger feed and farm 


| supplies customer when he gets to 


be worth $20,000 or more. He will 
know the value of good feed and he'll 
stick by it.”

better 

Building for the Future 

“I always tell my dealers the first 
day they are in business,” declares 
this feed salesman, “that they are 
building for the future right now 
and that everything they do should 
be figured on a long term basis, in 
sofar as results are concerned.’ 

The idea works, declares this sales- 
man, for he has many dealers who 
are following his advice and have 
built profitable businesses for them- 
selves, and have proved good part- 
ners of their customers 

“Customers are won one by one 
declares this feed salesman. “I always 
impress this upon my dealers. There 
is no substitute for going directly to 
a customer, finding out what he wants 
to do and then recommending a prof- 
itable program and see that it is 
carried out. 

“This one policy when carried out 
over the years, wins a host of friends 
and builds profitable customers.” 

This salesman also asks all his 
dealers when they are holding anni- 
versary and other sales. Thus by ask- 
ing them such questions, he gets his 
dealers thinking about such events, 
and sooner or later they stage such 
affairs. The salesman helps his deal- 
ers plan such sales and works out 
a program with the dealer 

He even goes a step farther. He is 
there the day before the sale and usu- 
ally the day of the sale, acting as 
general handyman, window trimmer 
sales person and the like. He also 
distributes pencils, caps and other 
souvenirs to the farmers and their 
families. He chats with them about 
their feeding policies and gets much 
valuable information. 


Helping Out the Dealer 


His presence cheers the dealer and 
staff and puts them in the mood to 
do the job richt, for they know they 
can have adequate help when they 
need it. Through such aid, the feed 
salesman helps his dealers to build 
their businesses to even higher sales 
totals 

“I believe that the feed dealer 
needs to promote his business more,” 
says this feed salesman. “From my 
travels, I can see that the average 
dealer is timid about putting on a 
real sale, with an all day or half 
day program of events to interest the 
public. They need not hesitate in 
this respect. In every town, there 
are hundreds of folks on the street 
who live on farms and who will al- 


ways respond to good window dis- 
plays, advertising, rural contests 
good lighting and the like. Farm 


men and women like demonstrations 


of products which they use on the 


farm, and they also like a little fun 
now and then. 

“The first place that the farmer 
goes to when he comes to town is 
the feed store, because feed is im- 
portant. It helps him make a profit 
After he has bought his feed and 


similar supplies, the farmer goes to 
other stores. If the dealer is wise 
he can get his share of the farmer's 
dollar before he goes elsewhere to 


shop. And the part of the dollar 
which the feed dealer gets, he can 
give good value for—so that the 


farmer in trun can use the purchase 
to make some profit.”

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Barley Supplies 
for 1950-51 Seen 
Below Average 


WASHINGTON -— Supplies of bar- 
ley for 1950-51 will amount to about 


366 million bushels if Aug. 1 prospects 
are realized, according to a recent 
report of the Production and Market- 
ing Administration. This is about 4% 
below the 10-year average, but 8% 
above last season. 

A 20% increase in the 1950 crop 
more than offsets the smaller carry- 
over stocks. Despite large exports 
disappearance of barley last season 
was the second smallest in 10 years 
and totaled 274 million bushels. The 
average farm price in July was 5¢ 
above the support level of $1.10 bu 
while a year ago barley was 13¢ be- 
low the 1949 support level of $1.09 

A barley crop of 285 million bush- 
els was indicated for 1950 by Aug. 1 
crop conditions. This compares with 
only 238 million produced in 1949, the 
smallest crop in 10 years, and 311 mil- 
lion the 10-year average. The increase 
in production is due to increased acre- 
age and better yields. The indicated 
yield of 25.4 bu. per acre is 13 bu 
above last year and 1.2 above the av- 
erage. The increase in acreage was 
due largely to diversion of wheat 
corn, and cotton acreage to barley 
In the four leading states of Cali- 
fornia, North Dakota, Minnesota and 


South Dakota, seedings were 10, 17 
20 and 3% respectively above last 
year. The 11,233,000 acres of barley 
for harvest as grain in 1950 .is 14% 
greater than the 1949 harvested 
acreage, but 13% below average 
Carry-over stocks of barley on 


July 1 were 20 million bushels under 
a year ago and amounted to 81 million 
bushels. However, they were 26 mil- 
lion above the average for the three 
years, 1946, 1947 and 1948 Farm 
stocks totaled 31 million bushels on 
July 1, compared with 59 million last 
year and the July 1 average of 49 
million bushels. Terminal stocks at 
26 million bushels were the largest 
of record, 11 million more than a year 
ago. Country elevator stocks totaled 
21 million bushels on July 1, or about 
six million below a year earlier. The 
Commodity Credit Corp. had 2.5 mil- 
lion bushels, most of which is stored 
in Canada 

Domestic supplies of barley for 
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1950-51, if Aug. 1 estimates are real- 
ized, will amount to 366 million bush- 
els. This compares with 339 million 
bushels available last season and 380 
million the 10-year average. In 1942- 
43, domestic supplies totaled almost 
500 million bushels, the largest of rec- 
ord. Domestic supplies are being sup- 
plemented by heavy imports, mainly 
from Canada. Last year 15.6 million 
bushels were imported, which is the 
largest since the war years 
Disappearance of barley last sea- 
son was three million bushels below 
the previous season and amounted to 
274 million. With the exception of the 
1946-47 season, disappearance was the 
smallest since 1938 and compared 
with 436 million bushels, the record in 
1942-43. Reflecting the lower prices 
and favorable feeding ratios, disap- 
pearance of bariey the first quarter of 
last season was the largest since the 
war years. But as prices advanced 
and feeding ratios became less favor- 
able, disappearance dropped sharply 
below the previous year. The use of 
barley for feed during 1949-50 totaled 
a little over 140 million bushels, an 
increase of 3.85 million over the pre- 
vious season, but 105 million bushels 
below the average for the war years 
Exports amounted to almost 19 mil 
lion bushels last season, a drop of 
about 5 million from the year before

NORTH CAROLINA BROILER 
PRODUCTION UP 1000°, 


RALEIGH, N. C.—-Broiler produc- 
tion has increased about 1,000% in 
North Carolina in the last 10 years 
and now is a 10 million dollar indus 
try, says R. S. Dearstyne, head of 
the poultry department at State Col- 
lege 

“We raised only 1,700,000 broilers 
in 1940,” says Mr. Dearstyne. “This 
year’s crop is estimated at 17,811,- 
000.” 

“Not only are we growing more 
birds,” he adds, “but we're growing 
them more efficiently. The average 
size of our flocks has increased from 
about 450 in 1940 to about 1,200 at 
present. Where we were producing 
only about three broods per year in 
1940, we're now producing between 
four and five.” 

In addition, he points out, it took 
four pounds of feed to produce a 
pound of broiler flesh in 1940; now 
it takes only about three pounds.

The dullness was apparent through- 
out all types of formula feeds and in 
all territories of the central states 
region. Poultry mashes showed de- 
clines the past week ranging from 
$206 ton, with some off even more, 
depending on the formulation and the 
amount of the sharply reduced in- 
gredients used. Dairy rations were 
off $3@5 ton on the higher protein 
types, but only $1@2 lower on the 
lower protein feeds. High protein hog 
supplements were down $506 ton, 
with lower protein hog feeds off about 
$1 for the week. 

Most central western feed mills 
are running satisfactorily, due to 
rather liberal bookings made pre- 
viously. These backlogs are being re- 
duced rapidly during the current dull 
buying period, however. The weak 
status in ingredient markets is at- 
tributed to the readjustment to a new 
crop basis which generally occurs at 
this season. It is accelerated to some 
degree by a lessening in the Korean 
war hysteria, the excellent pasturage 
which exists almost everywhere and 
prospects for exceedingly good feed 
grain crops. 


Formula Feed 
Demand Remains 


Slow in Northeast 


Demand for formula feeds was still 
classed as slow in the northeast this 
week. Supplies remained plentiful, 
with a fair quantity going into stor- 
age 

Good pastures throughout most of 
the area continued to hinder demand 
Home-grown grains, of which there 
is an abundance, also continue to be 
a check on sales of formula feeds. 

Demand for broilers as meat con- 
tinues heavy, with consequent heavy 
feeding of the early flocks 

Prices were still reported some- 
what easier than in the previous 
week. 


Feed Business Dull 
in Pacific N.W. as 
Trade Defers Buying 


The feed market has been very 
quiet in the Pacific Northwest with 
the trade working on current inven- 
tories and awaiting a leveling off 
before stepping in for further sup- 
plies. The proteins, led by soybean 
oi] meal, were particularly weak, 
with grain markets holding steady 
and millrun down somewhat from the 
previous week. 

Dairy feed business showed some 
improvement, partly due to poor pas- 
ture conditions and partly in antici- 
pation of a more stable market for 
milk at the wholesale level. Hear- 
ings are now being held in Seattle 
before an examiner from the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington to determine whether or not 
federal price controls should be es- 
tablished in the Puget Sound milk 
producing area. Most of the trade 
seemed to feel that a federal order 
is just a matter of time, and it is 
felt that such an order will be bene- 
ficial in stabilizing milk prices at the 
wholesale level. 

The feed-egg ratio is improved, and 
prospects for the turkey business look 
brighter in view of the fact that the 
Army is making substantial food 
purchases of all kinds on the West 
Coast 

The box car supply situation is 
very acute in grain producing areas 
of eastern Washington and eastern 
Oregon with the result that truck 
movements of grains are unusually 
heavy. It seemed to be the consen- 
sus in the trade that truck move- 
ment of grain and other feed in- 
gredients will continue to expand
